If the masses were educated in 
the elementary branches the argument aboee the 
dangerousnesB to tne State of ignorance was dis- 
posed of. It waa not hfgh, intellectual power, but 
tue moral purity or each individual oat exalted a 
nation. The world over, men notca for the powe 
of their intellect were generally noted, too, for their 
despicable morals. That show that the State over 
steps her authority when sae attempts to educate 
the masses In anythtaff But the elementary branches 
for the sake of greater security. She might just as 
well spend her jioney— certainly moie cone.Btently— 
Tor the Sunday school. 


Peter J. Kelley replied in the affirmative. He said 


that if the people, were educated Brst they would 
supply themselves a system of morals, if neea were, 
without any priesthood, me diffusion of education 
was the forerunner of liberty every where!

King Wllllntn'n Teur—HIi Tlslt to Haacver— 


How lie was Ileceived—Loyalty of the dtl. 
acnt. 
Bjsiwmt, June 1$, 18*9. 


Sunday evening at eight o'clock precisely the royal 


train, containing bis Majesty King WIHlam and suite, 
among whom were Count Bismarck, Generals You 
Roon, MoltKe, Podblelsfcy, Prestow and others, 
reached the beautifully decorated depot, where he 
was greeted by the Grand Duke of Mecklenburg, his 
son, Prince Paul, Governor Count Stoibcrg and the 
military and civil authorities, in reply to the bur- 
gomaster's welcome the King expressed satisfac- 
tion at having been at last enabled to visit tue pro- 
vince. The first postponement of his journey was 
caused by indisposition, and another become ne- 
cessity from slow reconvalescence, naturally with 
a man or his age. Be expected to see them soon 
again, and wished them to dispense with elaborate 
arrangements of reception. Amid ~tue sUonUug 
of f.& assembled citizens he drove to the George 
Palace, where he alighted, ana after having received 
numerous ovations and listened to a seienade by the 
military orcUestra and the Gesang Verein retired for 
the night. Monday forenoon was occupied by reviews 
of the troops, visits to tue military academy, poly- 
technical school, mnsenm, and atelier of the sculp- 
tor Herr Bandel, who is engaged on a colossal statue 
of Herman as a national monument, which eli- 
cited encouraging words from Uls Majesty to the 
artist. 
la tae evening King William and cortege appeared 
at the gala peuofmance m the theatre, at the close 
of which he drove to Tivoli, a vast srarden and con- 
cert establishment, capable of 
accommodating 
20,000 and more persons. At the entrance he was 
welcomed by a committee of citizens, who conducted 
nim through the dense multitude swaying to and 
fro, 1n their eagerness to obtain a. glance at the dis- 
tinguished guests. Endless cheers and hurrahs 
greeted their every step, and the good humor and 
now of spirits were snea as to impress the beholder 
with 
the 
conviction 
th^t the 
majority >of 
the inhabitants of tne city nave become fully recon- 
cile* with the new regime. THIS conversion of pub- 
lic sentiment In the capital will surely prodnoe a 
similar result throughout: the province, and though 
some may not iet have discarded their antipathy, 
we would venture to predict that ere long Hanover 
will be as loyal as any ol the old provinces of Prus- 
sia.King William's departure being fixed for yester- 
day morningr a great many of the Tivoli assembly 
disdained altogether the embrace of Morpheus, con 
tinning their eonv.vlality during tlie flne summer 
night aad adjourning at seven A. M. to the railway 
station, where the royal train, locomotive and car 
rjages finely adorned with flower garlands, lett amid 
deafening cheers in the direction of Bremen, stop- 
ping on ia way at Wunstorf and Yerden, where the 
King renewed the troops stationed In those dis- 
tricts.

advantage ot her antagonise in proportions and 
weight^ Tjnt either being In nearly every other respect 
the equal of the other.

TAXATION OF BANK SHA1ES IN IOWA. 


Supreme

1 lie decisions in the case or Iia M. Gilford, vs. the 
City of Davenport and George I/ Davenport vd. the 
City of Davenport, of which, our tclegi apnie columns 
yesterday mormng informed oar readers, aie of 
great importance to the taxpayers, for lifts reason 
that they settle the law rn Iowa as to the liabilitv of 
BharcUolders in national banks to pay ta^ea ripou 
their bank snares aa upon other kinds of property. 
By the act 
of Congress 
establishing 
tne 
national banks it was provided that Uie State 
nuthoiltles might tax the Deleters of the shares, 
provided the rate of taxation eliould not exceed 
the i ate imposed u-pon the holders of shares 
In State banks, ami pxovtaed Uie rates should not 
exeeedlhat imposed upon "other moneyed capital. 
Our Legislature thereupon passed an aetptovidlng 
for taxing these shares. But when the question>vas 
raised lu theicouita it was round that tne tax conkl 
not be collected, rot the reason that the btate law 
did not authorize taxes to bo levied upon, tlie shales 
in the State banfcs, but provided that ihe tax should 
be levied upon tne capital stock Ithelf m the hands 
01 the corporation. A rather close distinction, it 
appears to us between the stock and the shares of 
slock, but it ne\ ertiielets appe.us to haicbecn re- 
cognued by the courts 
There being, then no tax 
piovided to be levied against shines instate banks, 
it was held that un(l-r the nwi\ KO ubove icicrrc 1 to 
no tax could be levied upon the shares in the 
n itloual banks. Owing to tills and similar dillicnl- 
tics tlie ricrht conferred npon tlie Mates wag piactl 
caily a dead letter In nearly cvsjrv utatc.

The Philosophy of Oar Progress—f atari 


Development 
of 
CoiuUtatiomU 
Govern* 


mcnt. 
"What are we drifting to, General ?" 
"To 


greater unity and glory. I have no fears for 
the future." la these few pithy and epigram- 
matic words General Dix, in a conversation 
with a UEEAJ.D reporter on Monday, gave ex- 
pression to the true philosophy of the progress 
of the American Union and to tlie sentiment 
that animates the heart of the American 
people. Whoever contemplates with a broad 
view the events that are passing around us 
cannot fail to see the growth of the twin prin- 
:iplea of "unity and e'o'y" in our national de- 
velopment, and to perceive that our people are 
tnimated with an abiding oonfidence In our 
'uture. And it is not imperialism that we are 
approaching in our advance to greater unity, 
as some short-sighted thinkers and would-be 
philosophers suppose. Nor is it an oligarchy, 
such aa a few vain politicians imagine they 
can construct, and clothe themselves with per- 
letual rule within, through tho base contriv- 
ances of ward politicians and the uelQsli seek- 
ngs of office-holding plunderers. There is an 
ilmosphere of constitutionalism which pervades 
and surrounds the national life, and no public 
man or political party that goea beyond its 
pale caa long live iu the esteem of the Ameri- 
can people. 


It is within this atmosphere, animated by 


he high principles of unity and glory and 
crowned with an abiding confidence in their 
iwn future, that the American people are ad- 
rancing on the path of the true development of 
constitutional liberty. 
Whoever believes that 


ho appliances of social government which 
were equal to the requirements of a scattered 
ind poor population of four millions of people 
ire equally adequate to meet the exigencies of 
a wealthy and dense society of forty millions, 
ncurs a gross and palpable mistake; but 
a greater error is accepted by him who fears 
that the theories of constitutional government 
cannot meet all the demands of the present 
day, and even of that wonderfully prosperous 
nnd powerful community of one" hundred mil - 
ions, which the United States will present as an 
example to the world within tho life period of 
the present generation of men. It is the high 
mission of the American people of to-day, and 
not of some remote fulurp, to demonstrate 
that constitutional government is adequate to 
ill demands upon it, and they have no feara of 
,hc future. 


The practicability of greater unit/ in con- 


stitutional government which we hare ex- 
hibited in the receat past, during our civil 
war, has shown how feasible it is in oar politi- 
cal theories. 
The heresy of secession would 


have sapped at oace the foundations of our 
political system and of public and.private 
prosperity. It had to be resisted, and that 
resistant was one o? the greatest triumphs 
which constitutional government ever obtained. 
Three millions of men- were placed in arms, 
and a treasure of resources was developed and 
expended ia four years which surpassed in 
extent the wildest dreams that ever dawned 
upon the hopes of a monarchy. In the devel- 
opment of this vast -power the advocates of 
European systems claimed to aee the end of 
oar political experiment; but the end only 
proved its immense strength. In ninety days 
these millions of armed combatants returned 
to their homes and to the avocations of peace, 
and we are now entering upon a period of 
rapid paying off of a public debt which is con- 
fessedly beyond the ability of any monarchical 
organization in Europe to liquidate. 


Not a few thinking men claim to find in the 


social developments of our time the seeds of 
movements which musi inevitably destroy the 
principles of constitutional government. These 
dangers are supposed to exist in the great 
increase of wealth and luxury among us and 
in the class organizations which we find- on 
every side—labor unions among our working 
classes, railroad and banking- combinations 
among our speculators and capitalists, political 
-clubs among our ambitious and aspiring lead- 
ers, and even an organized scoandrelism 
among our thieves and vagabonds. The be- 
iever in European ideas claims to find in these 
class developments of social power dangers for 
society and for government which eaa be met 
only by the strong hand of a king or an em- 
leror. But this is the mistake of a European 
iinker, who cannot comprehend the true 
grasp of our American system. These organi- 
zations aim at an increase of the productive 
elements, not at a usurpation of the political 
rower. They are permeated with the idea of 
constitutional government, and so strong is 
this principle within them that if any attempt 
were made within any organization to create a 
governing class it would result in an imme- 
diate dissolution of the bond and the reversion 
of the elements to their original condition in 
the great ocean of the American people. 


It is the greater unity and glory of constitu- 


aonal government towards which we are drift- 
ng, and which we are destined to display to 
;he astonished gaze of the world. 
It will be 


wind adequate to meet and control all the 
dangerous elements of society, as well as to 
foster private enterprise and the increase of 
public wealth and morality. Onr power for 
self-preservation has already been exhibited^ 
and has placed the national, existence beyond 
She possibility of a doubt. 
But thus far we 


have only passed through the earlier phases 
of our growth, those in which the feelings and 
tendencies of youth run riot, and we have yet 
to exhibit the true qualities of our national 
manhood. These will come in due time, and 
we have no fears that they will be found want- 
ng in any of the essentials of justice, morality 
and a power for good, which constitute the 
true strength of national life. 
A single glance 


at the past will suffice to show that whenever 
any political on 
possession or tbe public ad • 


ministration, it has inevitably encountered 
rejection at the hands of the people. As we 
idvance these periods of return to public 
lonesty will be found to recur at shorter in- 
ervals, until the true tone of our national 
morality shall be reached. 
There is yet much 


rough work to be done, wilderness to be re- 
claimed, States to be founded, homes to be 
>rovided for the poor and oppressed of other 
auds, and gardens and vineyards to be planted 
whore the forest or the prairie now offers but 
a solitude; but we know that we can do it, and 
we will do it, with a supreme reliance upon 
the future of the American republic which no 
sophistry can shake, no doubt undermine, no 
hostility overthrow, and with greater unity 
will come greater elory and a long repose.

doubted.

ia all the cereal products of the earth, as well 
as in the important branches of fruits and vege- 
tables, such as never before has been gar- 
nered on American soil. Luxuriant as the 
crops in former years have been—so bounteous 
that we have had plenty for ourselves and 
enough to spare for .starving millions ~in 
Europe—the axiguries are that the coming one 
(and in some sections of the country part of it 
is already in market) will eclipse them all 
and make the poorest rejoice that for a twelve- 
month at least there is no danger of any one 
going a-hungered. This great evidence of the 
wealth of the nation is more precious than the 
productions of the gold and silver mountains of 
California, Nevada, Montana, Colorado, or any 
other of the bullion-yielding sections of oar 
country. A bushel of wheat is worth more 
than a ton of gold in a time of famine. 
When the 
starving Arab picked 4jp in 


the 
desert a sack ha hoped contained 


food, and found it filled with gems of 
priceless value, "Alas! "he exclaimed, "they 
are nothing but pearls!" This is not likely 
to be the lamentation of the American popu- 
lation the coming year. They have" not only 
the gems, but, thanks to a beneficent Provi- 
dence, they have the food, the staff of life, the 
fibre for the cloth to clothe them, the succu- 
lent and the esenlent, productions of the field 
and the garden, the luscious fruits of the 
orchard and the vinery, to regale them in their 
hours of repose and contentment. How happy 
should we be as a great people ! Why should 
we allow politics and politicians to mar our 
enjoyment, to interrupt the flow, of that pel- 
lucid stream of felicity which Heaven and 
nature have So liberally vouchsafed us ? Let, 
therefore, the disturbing elements be cast to 
the east winds, and let our people thrortghout 
the broad latitudes of our country keep on-in 
the measured path of duty, frugality and in- 
dustry, with the assurance that their future 
bed will be one of roses and their covering 
that of soft velvet and Hne linen.

In this they were doomed to a 


•mow annoying disappointment; for the activity in- 
creased as three o'clock approached, and tnree- 
elghths to one-half per cent was paid at that hour. 
TCae demand was far from being satisfied at this the 
nsual closing hour or me barifcs, and borrowers still 
remained in quest of funds. The sidewalk market 
tn ttont of -the Stock Exchange did a stirring busi- 
bess to loans up to a quarter past four o'elcuK, 
when a few needy borrowers were still compe'.«d to 
offer a balf per cent for the nsa of money .ovsr night.
